We'v« done a little checking on 


thesa "good old days," thank* to 
old Dixon ordinances made, avail- 
able by City Clerk Irene Hamill, 
to mw what kind of law and order 
wa* needed in those days. 


Tha first town ordinances were 


" drawn up on April 37, 1853, by the 
board of trustees of Dixon. Mem- 
bers of this board were John Dix- 
on, president; A. L. Porte, Loren- 
10 Wood and P. M. Alexander. 
A. B. Judel was the clerk. 
, (Dwon's charter was approved 
Feb. 10. 1853, and awarded a 
month later.? 


Topping the list was a general 


declaration of what was consid- 
ered to be m "nuisance": swine 
•ad sheep running at large on 
public grounds, slaughter houses. 
dead animals, manure, fish and 
bide* laying uncovered on public 
streets. 
To keep the city streets and al- 


leys in good repair, it waa the duty 
of the street inspector to call upon 
every male over 21 years of age to 
perform an allotted number of 
days labor each year. 


The inspector was obliged to give 


the men three days' notice and to 
inform them what tools to bring. 
A male citizen shirking his duty 
was subject to a $1 fine.

Included In the first list of or- 


dinances were these lawst a $10 
fine for driving or riding animals 
faster than eight miles an hour; 
a S3 fine for discharging fire- 
arms in the city, and a $3 to $10 
fine for disturbing the peace. 
On Jan. 26, 1861, . an ordinance 


was passed to prohibit a person 
from riding or driving a horse or 
mule "faster than a walk" across 
the Galena Avenue bridge. The 
fine for such an offense was $10. 


Six years later, an ordinance 


WM passed to prohibit a person 
from riding or driving *~team of 
horse*, male or beast of burden 
at a gait faster than a walk "in 
or upon and bridge now built or 
hereafter built across the rock 
Rtver." The fine was $5 to $25- 
A provision was added to assess 


a fine of $10 to $50 for riding or 
driving more than 10 animals 
across the bridge at one time. 


Abo in that year an ordinance 


was passed to prohibit a person 
to "swim or bathe in the Rock 
River within the limits of the 
city between one hour before 
sunrfee and one hour after »nc- 
Mt if naked or insufficiently 
closed to prevent improper ex- 
posure of hfe or her person." 
Violation of this ordinance meant 


a fine of $1 to $50. 


Another ordinance passed in 1867 


was designed to raise money. The 
annual license for bankers, money 
brokers, pawn brokers and ex- 
change dealers was $50. It was 
$10 for butchers or venders of fresh 
meat. $25 for relaii peddlers and 
$5 for wholesale peddlers. 


The fane for throwing stones or 


missiles at buildings, shade or 
fruit trees was $2 lo $80. 


In 1969. an ordinance was passed 


to collect a toll on bridges across 
toe Rock River. The rates were: 


A wagon drawn by one or two 


hor*e«, 23 crnis: a vehicle drawn 
by four animals, 4* rent* (Jfl 
cent* for «ich additional ani- 
mal); a perjum leading or rid- 
ing an animal, 15 cents: a foot 
passenger, five cents: five cents 
per head for horses. mnl<» or 
cattle and one-rent per head for 
hogs and sheep.

about the 'guarantee of minimum 
educational opportunities,' 'mini- 
mum programs,' 'foundation lev- 
els,' 'minimum wage scales,' and 
the like. On* wonders if we are 
not indeed developing a concept of 
support at education, which empha- 
sizes minimum standards rather 
than maximum, goals. 


If eed New Philosophy 


"Perhaps," he added, "the.time 


has come when education should 
be freed from the narrow confines 
of the philosophy that the mini- 
mum is good enough." 


Carruthers advocated considera- 


tion of a "breakthrough," directing 
"our 'efforts toward providing the 
best educational program for all 
th« children.'' 


"We must know." he said, "that- 


education is not an expense, but 
an investment in people and the 
best safeguard of "our liberties." 


During preliminary sessions 


Tuesday, Carruthers said in an in- 
terview that the present state 
school tax prorgam is "anti- 
quated."

He said the state must either re- 


strict school opportunities or 
change its basic tax system to take 
a little of the school burden off 
real estate owners. 


He cited- a retired couple who 


own their own home, have a retire- 
ment pension, and just manage, to 
get along. Yet they pay burden- 
some school taxes while a renter 
with a high income pays none. 


Carruthers said neither he nor 


the IEA advocates a state income 
tax but something must be done 
to distribute school contributions 
more evenly. 


The IEA was expected to act on 


a variety of resolutions dealing 
with such subjects as federal sup- 
port for education, taxes, school 
reorganization and school housing, 
integration, and accreditation of 
teacher education.

LONDON UP) — Britain's 


glittering Comet HI jetliner 
streaked non-stop across the 
Atlantic from Montreal to 
London today in a shattering 
6 hours, 8 minutes. The 
plane's builders immediately 
claimed a North Atlantic rec- 
ord for civil airliners. 


The 74-ton, four-jet aircraft cov- 


ered the 3,350 miles to the Lon- 
don airport beam at an average 
speed of 548 miles an hour, whiz- 
zing through overcast skies to 
touch down at London Airport for 
a tumultuous welcome. 


Strong tail winds boosted the 


plane's speed over the Atlantic to 
more than 640 miles an hour at 
times. 


Not "Official" 


A spokesman for the Royal Aero 


Club, which, keeps air records, said 
however, that the Comet's flight 
was not officially observed "so it 
will not be regarded as a rec- 
ord." He said there was "no exist- 
ing official record betweeiuAloot- 
real and London." 


The trip ended a 35-000 - mile 


round-the-world proving flight by. 
Capt. John Cunningham and his 
crew of 10 which began in Hat- 
field, England, Dec. 2 and took 
the Comet to Cairo, Bombay, Sing- 
apore, Darwin, Sydney, Melbourne, 
Perth, Auckland. Fiji. Honolulu, 
Vancouver. Toronto and Montreal. 


The plane's actual time from the 


Montreal takeoff to the London 
landing was 6 hours '18 minutes, 
but for record purposes the flight 
was figured to the time of crossing 
the airport beam.

Getting back to the direct pay- 


ment farm program. One of the 
main disadvantages 
of such a 


program w o u Id 
be that the cost 
might be exces- 
sive because of 
large scale oper- 
ations and farm- 
ers would be re- 
quired 
to keep 


good records so 
that ail products 
produced or sold 
would be listed 


rerun* to qualify for a 


direct" benefit This might be an 
advantage because farmers are 
finding it essential to keep good 
records if they are able to file 
their income tax returns properly 
and submit the necessary details 
for social secunty taxation 


Just recently we held a meeting 


on use of good farm records to 
give us a better analysis of our 
farm business with a summariza- 
tion of each of the livestock en- 
terprises. This would be a good 
system of bookkeeping under the 
direct payment farm 
program 


Many of our farmers would be 
pleased to receive a direct pay 
ment from the government rath- 
er than the indirect or possibly 
hidden subsidy offered 
through 


the price support program. It is 
unlikely there would be any stock- 
piling for emergencies unless this 
direct payment program would be 
accompanied 
by a 
stockpiling 


clause to enable food to be ac- 
cummulated for emercency use. 


One of the major disadvantages 


of this type of program would be 
the difficulty of administration as 
every producer is involved and 
controls may not be eliminated in 
order to keep the compensatory 
payments reasonable. 
Production 


might need to be controlled so that 
there would be only a small dif- 
ference between the market price 
and support level And production 
will still be out of line with con- 
sumer demand. The price would 
be known but production would

Culbertson, 64, who helped make 
the game of bridge a national rage, 
died while taking a before-dinner 
nap Tuesday night.

Forty-six people prominent in religious, educational and 


cultura1 fields, including Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt, have 
taken a step which suggests they may have misapplied the 
Christmas spirit. 
The 46 have asked President Eisenhower to grant a 


"Christmas amnesty" to 16 Communist party leaders cur- 
rently serving prison terms under the federal Smith Act. 
That'lav/ bars anyone from teaching or advocating the over- 
throw of the United States government. 


The signers assert that some of those convicted are 


elderly and ill. and add that their cases "were carried 
through in a period of the 'cold war' and in an atmosphere 
often marked by hysteria." 
The human compassion represented by the concern for 


the sick and aged is admirable. But the jails are full of 
such people, and only rarely are they freed for these reasons.

The signers' real point would seem to be that the top 


Communists ought never to have been jailed in the first 
place. With this argument other reasonable men, not at all 
guided bv hysteria, may take issue. 


The evidence adduced at the trials of the convicted Red 


leaders showed to the satisfaction of judge and jury that 
they were not mere political radicals but subversive plotters 
in the very worst sense of the term. It was demonstrated 
that they were teaching and urging others to be prepared 
to spy, commit sabotage, incite riots and otherwise act 
against the interests of the United States and for the Soviet 
Union. 
Thev were, in other words, participants in a conspiracy 


aimed at the ultimate overthrow of American democracy. 
They were not "theoretical" Communists, nor simply Red 
sympathizers, nor duped persons who did not understand the 
party's purposes. They were at the core of the movement. 


To intimate that they were victimized by the excited 


spirit of the times is both to misread the testimony of the 
trials and to misunderstand the real nature of the Commu- 
nist conspiracy. 


We in this country do not outlaw membership in the 


Communist party, nor regard such membership as automatic 
proof of conspiracy. The Smith Act does, however, provide 
a powerful legal weapon against the outright, proven con- 
spirator. 


That is what the courts have said the 16 Communists 


are. Men who were teaching others how to blow up Ameri- 
can electric power plants, seize radio stations and govern- 
ment buildings, and otherwise undermine our country in a 
time of crisis do not deserve amnesty at Christmas or any 
other time. 


The Doctor Says; 


Glandular Fever Is .More 
Common But Remains Mild 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, 


One curious disease, which I 


have discussed several times in the 
past but about which I continue to 
receive many "inquiries, is infec- 
tious mononuclosis or glandular 
fever. This is a disorder more com- 
mon in children and young adults 
than it is in the older years of life. 


The cause of infectious mono- 


nucleosis is still uncertain though 
it is probably a virus. If this is 
the case it is curious that most 
experiments aimed at transmitting 
the disease from one person to an- 
other or to monkeys have failed. 
This, I think, answers the question 
from a reader who recently in- 
quired whether infectious mono- 
nucleosis was contagious; it is not 
contagious, or at least if it is the 
dangers of catching it by direct- 
contact seem, to be remarkably- 
slight.

The symptoms of infectious mon- 


onucleosis are variable and often 
unimportant. 
Vague pains and 


slight loss of appetite are common 
and moderate -fever is usually 
present. Some youngsters complain 
of lack of pep or headaches. 


EV MORE SKVERE CASES nau- 


sea and vomiting are common. 
The lymph glands in the neck, 
groin, and under the arms are 
often enlarged and it is for this 
reason that the disease is some- 
times called glandular fever. 


AH of these signs, of course, can 


be found in other disorders so that 
the diagnosis depends on the re- 
sults of special tests. One of these 
is the identification of an increase 
in certain cells in the blood known 
a.s the mononuclear cells. In addi- 
tion, there are laboratory studies 
of the olood which greatly aid in 
reaching a diagnosis. 


MOST OF THOSE who get this 


disease recover without much dif- 
ficulty. Generally the disorder lasts 
for several weeks but leaves the 
victim run down and weak for a 
considerably longer time 


What medical men always fear. 


however, is that a disease of this 
kind may get moie severe as iime 
goes on. In fact, there have been 
reports of a few victims of infec- 
tious mononucleosis ivho developed 
senous complications. This, for- 
tunately, as unusual. 


As yet there is no definite tieat- 


meni.* Rest and the usual methods 
used for mild infections is general- 
ly all that 5s necessary.

Savory stuffing is recommended 


for chicken or turkey. Milder flav- 
ored herbs go better with these 
meats. Savory, tarragon and mar- 
joram are mild herbs. Sage is a 
stronger herb and goes better with 
goose. 


Savory Stuffing 


•J4 c. butter or other fat 
1 pint chopped celery 
2 c. chopped parsley 
1 small onion, chopped 
2 to 2^2 qts med. dry bread crumbs 
1 to 2 teaspoon savory seasoning 
1 to 2 teaspoon salt 
pepper to taste. 


Cook the celery, parsley, and 


onion in melted fat for a few min- 
utes. Add to the biead crumbs and 
dry seasonings. Stir together. This 
makes enough stuffing for a 10 to 
12 Ib. turkey. Most folks want more 
stuffing and in that case, fix an ex- 
tra casserole.

You can roast a half turkey with 
tuffmg. The way to do it is to 
old the stuffing in the cavity with 
irown. paper, or moun^i it on heavy 
japer in the roasting rack, and 
oast the bird over the stuffing. 
Grocers often feature half tur- 


\eys for the smaller family. In 
roasting the half bird, it is a good 
dea to tie tail and leg together by 
stitching

hrough skin at end of leg and then 
hrough meat of tails. An upnolster- 
er s needle is good for stitching. 
Place the cut side down in roast- 
ng pan. brush with melted fat and 
cover with cheese cloth or light 
cloth moistened with fat or cook- 
ng oil.

Mom Missing, 
Fane Tots Go 
To Orphanage 


Less than a month ago, Joseph 


Marvin Fane lived with his wife 
and four small children in a large, 
two-story house at 1023 S. Peoria 
Ave., 
Dixon. Today, he lives alone. 


His 28-year-old wife. Mary, re- 


portedly walked out of his house on 
the afternoon of Dec. 3 and appar- 
ently has vanished. 


Tuesday afternoon. Fane loaded 


his four children into his automo- 
bile and drove them to St. Vin- 
cent's orphanage in Freeport. 


In a telephone conversation with 


a Telegraph reporter today, Fane 
explained his action this way. "One 
man can't do the work of two peo- 
ple" — meaning that he couldn't be 
both a mother and father to his 
children. 


He emphasized, however, that he 


will take the children back as soon 
as his wife returns or as soon as 
he can find a competent woman to 
take care of them% 


He expressed hope that his wife' 


will return to him but had no idea 
what could have happened to her. 
"She would have turned up by now 
if she were dead," he added. 


Fane also disclosed .that his wife 


had indicated to. him before she 
left that she-would seek employ- 
ment. He said he assumed that; she 
would return to Chicago, where she 
lived prior-to marrying him. 


He also said that she formerly 


worked at the Marshall Field store 
in Chicago. He added that he 
checked the store and learned 
nothing. 


Fane said that his mother, who 


has been caring for the children 
since their mother disappeared. 
was forced to go back to work be- 
cause of economic reasons. 


Earlier 
investigation disclosed 


that Fane and his wife had quar- 
reled the day she reportedly walked 
out on him. 


Mrs. Fane had been described 


as a religious and conscientious 
mother. Both Fane and authorities 
had expressed hope that she might 
contact her family on Christmas 
Day. 


Chief of Police Earl Kelchner 


has said that Mrs. Fane's physi- 
cian described her emotional con- 
dition as "depressed" but not men- 
tally ill. 


All of her relatives and known 


friends have been contacted by 
authorities but the results have 
been negative. 


Fane, a turbine operator for the 


Public Service Co.. said today that 
he planned to remain in Dixon.

airplanes that cost the Navy more 
than a million dollars each began 
an embarrassing trip today. The 
planes will never fly.

Ham Fisher, 
Cartoonist^ 
Found Dead 


NEW YORK (*— Ham Fisher, 


creator of the popular comic strip 
hero Joe Palooka, was found dead 
Tuesday night in a friend's stuaio. 
Nearby were two notes indicating 
suicide, police reported. 


Fisher, 54, whose full name was 


Hammond Edward Fisher, wiote 
in the notes of failing eyesight and 
a diabetic condition. He said that 
he had swallowed some pills. 


The body was discovered about 


9 p.m. in the studio of Moe Leff, 
where Fisher had been working 
lately during his friend's absence 
from town. The discovery was 
made by another friend, Morris 
Weiss of Englewood, N. J., whom 
Fisher's wife Marilyn had called 
after becoming alarmed over not 
hearing from her husband. 


Fisher, whose strip was syndi- 


cated at the time of his death in 
some 800 newspapers, was a self- 
taught cartoonist. He practiced his 
art in spare time while working 
as a reporter and advertising 
salesman on his home town news- 
paper, the Wilkes-Barre (Pa.) Rec- 
ord. 


The Joe Paiooka strip was start- 


ed in 1930 after Fisher came to 
New York. Joe began as a not-too- 
bright and guileless young fighter 
but later developed into a gentle, 
well-spoken chap devoted to sports- 
manship and fair play. Many epi- 
sodes in the strip highlighted his 
fight agauist bigotry and intoler- 
ance. 


The strip brought Fisher wealth 


and fame. He became vice presi- 
dent of the Lancaster A: Chester 
Railroad and a director of the 
American Title & Mortgage Co. of 
Miami, Fla. He briefly branched 
into radio and movies. 


In addition to his wife and 


mother. Mrs. Sadie B. Fisher, he 
is survived by a daughter, Wendy 
Lee.

Release More 
Salk Vaccine 


WASHINGTON W>— The Public 


Health Service today announced 
release of another 1,368,306 doses 
of Salk antipolio vaccine. 


This made a total of 3,414,213 


cubic centimeters—or doses—re- 
leased thus far in December, and 
raised to 29,961,831 c.c.'s the total 
of vaccine released since April 12 
when six drug houses were licensed 
to make it. 


The new supply included 279.900 


c.c.'s made by Wyeth Laboratories, 
Marietta, Pa.—the first Wyeth vac- 
cine released since Aug. 9, The 
remaining 1,088,406 were made by 
Eli Lilly & Co., Indianapolis. 


A health service spokesman said 


the increased supply released this 
month after the low totals for 
October and November reflected 
a smoothing out in production pro- 
cedures. 


The health service allocated 1,- 


355,814 c.c.'s of the new supply to 
the states, territories and the arm-

CHICAGO UP)—As governors, some state chief ex-

It all started when Illinois Gov. William G. Strat- 


ton proposed a national turkey contest in conjunction 
with the National Turkey Federation convention in Chi- 
cago Jan. 4-6.

contest. 


Stratton set the tone in his letters. He gave indi- 


cations that other states would find it tough to outweigh 
Illinois' prize turkey entry because: 


"Illinois' really'big turkeys have been shipped for 


years to India to pull mired elephants from muddy 
places. This state will have to compete with its ordi- 
nary king-size turkeys, the variety which is used for 
bulldozing operations. ..."

Army Deserter 
Gets Two Years 
At Hard Labor 


FRANKFURT, Germany W— An 


American Army private pleaded 
guilty today to deserting to Com- 
munist East Germany with his 
German girl friend. He was sen- 
tenced to two years at hard labor. 


A seven-member general court- 


martial imposed the maximum 
sentence on Kenneth D. Miller, 23, 
of San Francisco. 


The sentence also includes a dis- 


honorable discharge and loss of all 
pay and allowances. It is subject 
to review by higher authorities. 


Miller crossed into East Ger- 


many April 21, 1954, with Irme- 
gard Bamberg. They were nabbed 
by Russian troops after they got 
only 50 yards inside Communist 
controlled territory. Later the 
Communists let him work at an 
automobile plant in East Germany. 


Miller reutrned voluntarily last 


Sept. 3. He gave himself up to 
U. 
S. Army authorities, 
who 


charged him with desertion. He 
said he quit the east because he 
didn't like conditions there. 


In a statement to the court, Mil- 


ler said he fled to the East with 
Miss Bamberg because of "unjust 
military treatment" in his Army 
unit. This, he said, included dis- 
approval by his commanding offi- 
cer of going with a German girl 
because he was already married.
